So, they hate no noite and fight me harder. Looking for a copy of that 1 found a couple 
of others that may interest you. That Anderson column wa3 edited by the VxPost to 
eliminate the bit on me, the suit I'm writing you about still. Only now I'm pro 
se because the finks created a conflict of interest. Pro se I don't have to worry 
about s orm troopers lifting my license so I've got them charged with entirely un- 
derdo c l perjury, fraud and misrepresentation. Also entirely unreported, though x 
also entirely immune. They got a money judgement against me that way in a FOIA suit, 
for tlie DiiUas and New Orleans field offices JFK records, tjrough their first-ever 
demand of discovery in FOIA litigation. This part can be a long story for all the 
sordid details. 

After remand the judgement was amended to eliminate my former lawyer find I filed 
under new evidence. As usual, with a pirn ing judge, they wore pretty excessive and 
I've nailed them and I think him, for whatever good it nay do to nail a pimping judge 
before a ••’agonized t*p;jeale court. 

I 1 e been pretty limited as the results of a series of complications after 
successful surgeries, so I've not been able to work with any continuity on the breif, 
which is due in two weeks.

Please excuse tho rush because if I'm a good boy, vrt&ch on thia brief I've 
not bet?n taking doctors f orders takes five hours each day a nd that leaves too little 
time for anything else. If you are interested, I'm in walking therapy every morning 
except Sundays from whicli I’m usually hone by 10:30 a.m. our time. Other than that, v 
except for errands (my wife doesn't drive), her and r\y medical ap* tfintmonts and tliose 
of her mother who’ll be 97 in lean tlian a month, I'm hone. 

If you are interested in making any use, please don't do that until after I file. 
Or allow it. I don't w< t nt more trouble than I have.
